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Economic Atlas of the Soviet Union. By 
George Kish with the assistance of Ian

The Economic Atlas of the Soviet Union 
is a new work designed to portray “the 
Soviet economy in terms of the spatial dis- 
tribution of its principal elements.” It is 
intended to “serve the student and the 
informed reader in the Western world.” 

The author is George Kish, professor of 
geography at the University of Michigan, 
and former chairman of the Committee on 
Russian Studies and director of the Sum- 
mer Institute of Russian Studies at the 
University of Michigan. He holds the 
Ph.D. degree from the University of Mich- 
igan and Sc.D. from the University of 
Budapest; he is the author of a number of 
books on geography, and has traveled ex- 
tensively in the Soviet Union. 

In the two-page Introduction the author 
states that “Since 1956 there has been a 
large volume of statistical, geographical, 
and economic material released by the 
Soviet government through various chan- 
nels, scientific and governmental. Infor- 
mation gained in this way has provided 
adequate location data, allowing us to con- 
struct the following maps with as much 
accuracy as possible.” The Introduction 
also states that “cities represented are

those with a population exceeding fifty 
thousand according to the Soviet census 
of January 15, 1959” and that some in- 
dustrial installations which are currently 
under construction are shown as if already 
in existence. “In general, however, the 
information given is valid as of January 1, 
1960.”’ 

The atlas consists of 5 maps of the Soviet 
Union as a whole, showing physical fea- 
tures, vegetation zones, administrative di- 
visions, air transportation, and population 
distribution, followed by 60 maps showing, 
for each of 15 major economic regions 4 
types of information, each on a separate 
map. These are agriculture and land use; 
mining and minerals; industry; and trans- 
portation and cities. For each of the 15 
regions there is 1 page of explanatory text 
preceding the 4 maps. 

The page of explanatory text for each 
region describes in summary style the 
principal features of the region, its history, 
physical geography, agriculture, natural 
resources, cities, industries, and trans- 


portation. The statements in these brief 
texts are made in general terms, without 


the use of statistics or documentation. For 
instance, “In terms of the total value of 
industrial production, the Central Region 
undoubtedly leads all Soviet industrial 
areas.” There is, however, no indication 
of what the total value of production of 
this or any of the other regions may be. 
The first map for each region shows 
agriculture and land use with from 4 to 10 
types of markings per map indicating the 
crop combinations or products in various 
areas. The use of so many slightly differ- 
ent types of markings makes a somewhat 
mottled picture that does not contribute 
greatly to the understanding of the regions 
where there is a wide variety of agricul- 
tural pursuits and where the symbols indi- 
cate a general overlapping of products.

For instance, of the 10 types of land use 
in the Central Region, 9 include dairying, 
5 include wheat, 4 include corn, 4 in- 
clude potatoes. In a region such as South- 
ern Central Asia the 6 types of land use 
are more distinctive since the mountains 
and desert and the existence of irrigation 
control them. There are no production 
figures given for any crops. 

The second map for each region shows 
mining and minerals, with from 8 to 27 
symbols indicating location of specific 
mineral deposits now being exploited. 
Also included are oil refineries and oil and 
gas pipelines now in existence and those 
under construction or planned. 

The third map for each region shows 
location of industries, with symbols for 
from 5 to 13 types of industries, and for 
thermal-electric, hydroelectric and atomic 
power stations. The Introduction states 
that “The third map illustrates industrial 
location with symbols denoting the rela- 
tive importance of major and minor 
branches of industrial production in a 
particular location.” However, it is not 
clear from the maps and symbols which 
are the major and minor branches, and 
how their relative importance is indicated. 
On some maps there is an unexplained 
difference in shading of some of the sym- 
bols, which perhaps is intended to show 
greater intensity of activity with darker 
symbols. 

The fourth map for each region shows 
transportation and cities. Railroads and 
highways now in existence or planned, 
canals, head of navigation on rivers, sea 
routes, and boundaries of Economic Ad- 
ministrative Regions as well as those of 
the Republics are shown. The population 
of cities is indicated by three sizes of cir- 
cles, showing those of 50,000 to 100,090, of 
100,000 to 500,000, and of over 500,000 
inhabitants. No cities of less than 50,000

appear on these maps. 

There is an impressive bibliography of 
geographical and economic publications, 
principally of Russian origin and in the 
Russian language, and with the majority 
published between 1956 and 1959. 

The Index is confined to place names on 
the regional maps, and shows only the 
region and the map number. Place names 
have been transliterated into Roman form 
both on the maps and in the Index, ac- 
cording to the system used by the United 
States Board of Geographic Names. No 
page numbers are used in the atlas until 
the last eight pages, which are numbered 
89-96 and include the Bibliography and 
the Index. 

Nowhere in the volume are there any 
Statistics on agricultural or industrial 
production, foreign trade, mileage or vol- 
ume of traffic of transportation systems, or 
exact population figures for cities. 

The atlas that most nearly compares 
with that under review is the Oxford 
Regional Economic Atlas: The U.S.S.R. 


and Eastern Europe. (London: Oxford 
University Press, 1956.) See The Booklist 
and Subscription Books Bulletin, January 
1, 1958. The area covered by the Oxford 
is more extensive, as it includes the East- 
ern European countries. The two atlases 
differ in arrangement and emphasis, as 
the Ozxford’s principal breakdown is by 
product or industry, whereas Kish is con- 
cerned with the distinctive economic ele- 
ments of each region. The Oxford includes 
statistics for specific products and indus- 
tries, as well as for population, foreign 
trade, and economic planning. However, 
the latest figures given are for 1953 or 
1954, and thus do not necessarily reflect 
present conditions. Kish does not show 
statistics but is much more current for 
the location of industries. 

The maps, which the Introduction calls 
“cartographic portraits,” are reproduced 
in a cinnamon-brown color on white back- 
ground, with black symbols, and are clear- 
cut and sharply delineated. The symbols 
used to show the various industries and 
minerals are ingeniously devised, being 
small representations of tractors, auto- 
mobiles, cog wheels, chemical flasks, coal 
carts, oil derricks, and electric generators. 
Each map shows only the symbols or 
markings for its specific subject and thus 
avoids the confusion of too many details. 

Each map carries a small inset to show 
the location of the particular region in the 
Soviet Union, which is helpful to the 
reader, since the regional maps themselves 
appear without surrounding land areas. 

The only general map showing physical 
features is a double-page spread of the 
Soviet Union on the end papers, the same 
both front and back. It is in full color 
with 12 tints indicating types of vegeta- 
tion, rather than elevations. The map is 
marked “Created for exclusive use of 
World Book Encyclopedia by Rand Mc- 
Nally and World Book editors.” There is 
no explanation of the choice of this partic- 
ular map for the present volume. 

The atlas is handsomely reproduced by 
offset on an excellent quality paper, is 
smyth sewed, and strongly bound in buck- 
ram. There are no margins on the regional

maps, and the latitude and longitude 
markings are on the very edges of the 
four sides of each map. The maps on the 
end papers have no inner margins but are 
continuous over the double page, so that 
the volume could not be rebound without 
loss. 

The Economic Atlas of the Soviet Union 
succeeds in its purpose of showing in an 
impressive way the extent to which the 
Soviet Union has decentralized its indus- 
tries, and the location of the resources on 
which its economy is based. The author 
has limited himself to the aspect of the 
location of these economic elements. It is 
not a typical economic atlas in that it does 
not contain the statistical information 
usually found in such publications. The 
omission of such material seems unfor- 
tunate, even though the difficulties of com- 
piling reliable statistics in this area are 
obvious. However, the unique method of 
presenting an important subject, the cur- 
rency of the sources from which the in- 
formation was drawn, and the fact that 
such source materials are not readily ac- 
cessible or easily interpreted, make it a 
valuable contribution. This is a specialized 
but nontechnical atlas that is readily com- 
prehended and should be useful for stu- 
dents as well as general readers. It is rec- 
ommended for all types of libraries.
